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The acquisiticn of Royal Darlington as one of the chief herd sires is a matter of con- 
siderable importance, not only to ourselves, but we believe to everyone interested in Dairy 
Short-Horns. 

During the past several years it has not seemed possible for us to secure in this 
country, a bull outside of our own line of breeding, with a sufficiently strong milking in- 


heritance to warrant his use in our effort to build up a continuously heavy milking herd. 


The numerous attempts of breeders to keep up the milking qualities of their herds 
with bulls of unknown ancestral qualifications—along producing lines—has so regularly 
resulted in failure, we have not dared to pursue a similar course, but with the importation 


of one bull and two cows in 1901 have managed to breed our own herd sires. 


In England a number of Short-Horn breeders have been building for the future for 
a number of years, keeping records, and with this aid constantly improving the natural 
milking tendency.
